The janitfir has an imjKjrtant bearing 
on tho actor’s condition, w hich finds its 
expression is his playing and possibly 
on his nervous organization. 
He sup­ 
plies the house and in most cases fur­ 
nishes quarters for the actors such as no 
pelf respecting slave owner would in 
the old days have condemned a slave to 
occupy. 
For the public nothing is too good. 
For the actor, on tho other hand, any­ 
thing is good enough. Instead of silken 
draperies, he finds only a tattered cur­ 
tain at the window, if indeed he find 
a curtain at all, or even it window 
w hich it m ight c*iv« -r. 
Instead of soft, 
comfortable chairs, one wooden chair 
none too clean, or a chair minus a back, 
w ill be the only seat, and not infre­ 
quently, if ho w ishes to sit down, he 
must do so on his trunk. 
Instead of 
delicately tinted w alls, ho w ill find dirty 
w alls w hich have not been treated even 
to a coat of whitewash for years. W hile 
in the auditorium a soft carpet covers 
the floor, in the actor’s room a carpet 
rarely exists, or, if by chance there bo 
som ething w hich once was a carpet, it 
is so dirty that it would l>e better away. 
The w ashing appliances of the actor’s 
room, if they are found at all, usually 
consist of ¡t sm all basin w ith a tap of 
running water. 
Most people w ould ex­ 
pect that, as the winter is tho theatrical 
season and tho paints used by the ac­ 
tors are made w ith grease, hot water 
would be at hand. 
But this is rarely 
the case, and in many instances running 
water in the dressing rooms is unknown. 
It is nut uncommon for actors to refrain 
from using tiie basins, preferring to re­ 
m ove the "m akeup” as w ell as possible 
w ith vase lin e and to w ait until tho 
hotel is readied to complete this portion 
of the toilet. Tin basins and buckets are 
not the worst that I have seen “ on tho 
road,” for once the water was in dirty, 
battered, old lard tins, and basins had 
to be bought by our manager.— Forum.
